plifying the declaration made by John

county and answer the indictment for 
conspiracy to escape from the insane 
asylum at Matteawan, N. Y., if such 
an indictment had been found at the 
time, William T. Jerome, special de- 
puty attorney general of New York, 
so stated at the extradition hearing.

of the American Automobile Associa- 
tion, and others. 
Among the delegates in attendance 
at the congress, which is by far the 
argest ever held in this country, are 
representatives of thirty states of the 
Union, delegates representing scores 
of organizations interested in the sub- 
ject of good roads, representatices of 
;he federal government, oE the Ameri- 
can Bar Association, the American 
Bankers' Association, the Travelers' 
Protective Association, the National 
Association of Road Machinery and 
Material Manufacturers, and many 
others.

Secretary 
of Agriculture Speaks to 


Delegates Attending American 


Road Congress.

should be 


complimented on its work in behalf 
. of the city as a whole and the spirit 
demonstrated at the meeting Friday 
evening at the city hall demonstrates 
that Janesville business men are 
willing to subscribe stock for a con- 
cern that is firmly established and 
has a future. It is understood that

OBJECT OF THE GOSPEL 


Moral

Material Progress—Sermon by 


The Rev. Father Henry 


Willmann. 


"What Christ asks for, what His 
divine and glorious power is given for, 
is to make us humble and holy, for- 
bearing and forgiving, patient, meek, 
sober, honest, truthful, compassionate, 
unselfish, charitable. To pass through 
the world, in it but not of it, using 
and not abusing it; acting our part 
honestly, and not shrinking from our 
posts like cowards or traitors." 
These were among 
the 
thoughts 
conveyed by the Rev. Father Henry 
Willmann. in his sermon at Trinity 
church yesterday morning. His text 
was "Strengthen with all might, ac- 
cording to His glorious power, unto 
all patience and long-suffering with 
joyfulness." Colossians, first chapter, 
second verse. 
"St. Paul is speaking in the might 
not of man, but of God, and of the 
glorious power, not of a human, but 
of a divine agent. Recall that fact, 
and then say whether it is not very 
remarkable 
that 
an inspired 
man 
should tell us that it requires 
the 
strength of the Almighty and glorious 
power of God to produce in us such 
virtues as patience, long-suffering, joy- 
fulness. 
"Think of the 
beginning 
of this 
sentence—" Strengthened 
with 
all 
might according to 
God's 
glorious 
power," and then of its ending with 
what is of so little account in most 
people's estimate as 
"patience, 
and 
long suffering with joyfulness." 
"Does it 
take 
then 
not 
simply 
strength, but "mighty" strength; not 
only that but almighty strength 
to' 


require 
the presence of power, 
of 
"glorious" power, of 
God's 
glorious 
power, to make us capable of long-suf-, 
fering with joyfulness? 
! 
"So it certainly seems from the 
inspired revelation of the text. There- 
fore when one looks to his own esti-i 
mate, and to the estimate of many! 
Christians of such 
virtues as 
here 


mentioned, the 
text 
is remarkable, 
not only for its own importance, but 
also because it so contradicts and cor- 
rects the popular opinion as to what 
constitutes real godliness, and what 
agency is equal to its production and 
growth. 


"Let us give heed to the apostle's 
words and strive to impress on our 
own minds what the nature 
of the 
Christian is as he discloses it. 
"There seems to be among many at 
this day a forgetfulness of the great 
practical object of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, our Lord. That object, as the 
Master and His 
inspired 
followers

Napoleon was a short, 
stout, sol- 
emn man with a bad complexion who 
was consistently 
overlooked by the 
•world until 1793, when he began to 
erase hostile armies in a studied and 
artistic manner which soon won him 
the 
esteem of all France. 
At that 
time he was a young colonel of Ar- 
tillery which was so great a rise that 
his old comrades in Corsica where he 
was born shook their Ueads and ad- 
mitted 
I hat they didn't think Napo- 


leon 
had it 
on him. France had 
an enemy to lick, Bonaparte was sent 
to do the job. Sometimes there would 
be as many as four hostile nations on 
the waiting list, but Bonaparte gave 
each a fair and impartial share of his 
time, and by 1797, he had licked every 
army that he coiikl reach by fast run- 
ning and 
returned to Paris in tri- 
umph. 


All this time France hud been grow- 


ing in fame by reason of Bonaparte's 
vigor and while he had been eating 
.hardtack and getting shot at by poly- 
glot armies 
other officials had been 
staying at home and filling large four- 
horse carriages. 
This naturally irri- 
tated 
Napoleon and 
when 
he had 
been home about 17 minutes he boot- 
ed the entire government out o,f the 
window and started to run the coun- 
try himself. 


BOnaparte ruled France with great 
success and as soon as he suggested 
it a grateful nation made him Napo- 
leon 1st and allowed him to divorce 
his wife and obtain a new one kindly 
loaned him by the King of Austria. 
He did not loll around on a purple 
cushion when emperor, but continued 
to roam through. Europe demolishing 
armies wherever he could find them. 
He 
was the 
official 
revenger 
of 
France. 
He revenged all the defeats 


she hud sustained 'for thrse'. hundred 
years and finally when,he had run out 
of 
revenge he started, overland to 
wipe out Russia because the Czar had 
sent him 
an ofric'al 
communication 
with a thumb mark on it. 


This was Napoleon's.great mistake. 


He whipped the Russian armies easily 
enough, hut lingered too kite 
in the 


naces and thick underwear, and they 
. froze and died in such, numbers that 
he reached Paris with hardly enough 
men left.to carry a. ward .ejection. All 
Europe now jumped on him and Paris 
was captured; 
France 
now cxi'ed 
Napoleon 
to 
Elba. 
He 
remained 
there 
a few 


months in 
meditation wbile 
an in- 
competent 
adminisiration squabbled 


, over offices in Franco aud then re- 
. turned. The army rose to" meet him 
I and he was once more elected Em- 
peror by a tremendous 
majority 
of 


one, 
lie being the. voter. 
Scarcely 


waiting to Irave his new crown fit- 
ted, he hurried to Waterloo, where he 
met up with 
a gentleman 
named 
Wellington who 
had one 
army in 


front of 
him and. another 
up liis 
sleeve. 
Napoleon was overwhelming- 


ly defeated and was afterwards cap- 
tured by the English and sent to St. 
Helena, where 
he remained 
in his 
army overcoat and cocked hat Razing 
fixedly over the seas towards Europe 
until he died six years later. 
Napoleon was the 
greatest Gen- 


eral the world has ever known, but 
like every man he, had one weakness. 
Had he paid more 
attention to the 
weather reports in Kussia lie might 
have been Emperor of all Europe and 
he might have wept because he could 
not conquer America.

It was a favorite in the Spring and 
the popularity of a style does cot fall 
off quickly, though it is agreed by 
many shoe men that a change from 
this style is absolutely essential. Many 
men who ordinarily regard the dic- 
tates of fashion religiously have not 
taken to the style, and cling instead to 
the last, the characteristics of which 
are a higher toe and heel, a last that 
combines style with a greater degree of 
comfort.

. ELOW the what and how he always sought the why."—said of 


Emerson, a great teacher. 


My friends sometimes laugh at me because I use the word 


"why" 
so much. 
"Unquestionably I have a great man;- faults and f-oibles but I 


refuse to include that among them. 
To me that line about Joseph Emerson is a splendid .eulogy. I should 


be very proud to have it said of me. 
The little word "why" to my mind is one of the most important words 


in the English language. Most of us need to use it 
rather more than we do. 


"Why" 
is the door to learning, or bettor the golden 


key which unlocks the sacred portals of wisdom. 
For 


10 know that things are thus and so is only learning. 
To know why they are thus and so is wisdom and 
power. 


"Why'1 is an X-ray which pierces far below the 


fleshy surface into the very heart of things. 


No child ever grosvs to an intelligent maturity 


without asking ten thousand "whys." 


No man ever goes far without asking "why" every 
step of the way. 
Not all these "whys" are spoken aloud or addressed 


to other people. Some of course we ask our friends 
and neighbors, and some of the universe, but some we 
ask in silence 
of ourselves. 
And some are easily 


answered and some are sphinxes-to the end; but on 
them all we build our house of life, and without them 
we would have but a foundation .'of'sand, 


Instead of being scolded 1'or .'asking "why" children 


ought to be taught the full value of that little word. 


And as soon as they grow olcl enough they ought to be encouraged to ask 
themselves why in regard to their own deeds and natures and all the phases 
of their inner life. 
» 


The "why" we ask of ourselves means self analysis. Self analysis means 


self understanding: and self understanding means power. The average man 
thinks he understands himself. As a matter of fact not one man, in ten ever 
gives the matter any serious thought; not one in a'hundred gets enough self 
knowledge to be of much value to him; and not one-in a thousand,—nay a 
million—ever masters his subject. 


"Know thyself" is one of the greatest commandments ever propounded, 


and "why" is the road to such knowledge. Ask yourself why yon want this 
or that; ask yourself why you love; why you hate; why you are generous or 
selfish; why yon feel pride, etc., etc., and you will be surprised and enlight- 
ened by some of the answers you will get if you teach yourself to be truthful 
•with yourself. 
The "whys" we ask in regard 'to our own natures and character are per- 


haps the most important of all, but the "whys" we ask about other people's 
character are almost as valuable. 


The ability to read character is an absolute essential to.success in almost 
any line. And "whys" spoken and silent are the keys thereto. 


Of course there is such a thing as being rude or'inquisitive in one's way 


of asking why. But then one can be rude about a-great many things. 
The 


mere fact that some people are rude should not be allowed to discredit the 
value of that golden little word "why."
